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Union Heads Spurn 
CIO Strike Protest 
Against Labor Law 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP) — The CIO leadership 


today rejected any idea of a general protest strike against the 
"laft-Hartley labor bill and instead invited leaders of the AFL 
and the railroad unions to join with it in fighting the law in 
the courts and at the polls. 


CIO President Philip Murray an- 


nounced the two actions at a news 
conference. President William Green 
of the AFL vesterdav announced 


opposition to a general striker 


Murray told a news confer- 


ence that the 51-member CIO 
executive board, in a day-lony 
meeting-, had decided to impress 
on CIO unions that they should 
live up to their contracts. 


The idea Is to seek meetings 


with management representatives, 
serving notice on employers that 
the unions expect them likewise to 
live up to their current contracts. 


"We will not comply with the 


unconstitutional limitations on pol- 
itical activity which are written 
into the Taft-Hartley bill," a state- 
ment said. 
* 


"We propose, as good Amer- 


icans, to fight the political re- 
straints in this legislation. The 
constitution remains the law of 
our land and we propose to en- 
joy its protection." 


Each CIO union will be fur- 


nished a copy of a legal analysis 
of the bill presented to the board 
today by general counsel Lee Press- 
man and his associates. Murray's 
declaration of policy, running *o 
several hundred words, also will be 
distributed to every union. 


On the basis of these documents, 


each union is to determine its fu- 
ture action in using or bypassing 
the machinery set up by the new 
labor law. 


The 
CIO 
executive 
board 


adopted a resolution support- 
ing the strike of the shipbuild- 
ing- workerg in Eastern ship- 
yards. It declared that there is 
a "conspiracy of management in 
the shipbuilding and ship repair 
industry to unilaterally 
des- 


troy its trl-partit* agreement 
and to attempt to destroy the 
ship builders' onion." 


Murray also announced the res- 


ignation of L«n. De Caux as CIO 
publicity director. Succeeding him 
will be Allan L. Swim, who has been 
public relation*-director of the CIO 
organizing committee In the SoutH 
eirice 1946. 


Murray told reporters he hoped

crackdown on Communism and per- 
sons deemed "bad risks" from the 
national security standpoint today 
cost 10 State department employes 
their jobs and brought Jail sen- 
tences to two men.

loyal employes it had summarily 
fired 10 persons judged "bad security 
risks." Their names were not dis- 
closed but some of them were re- 
sponsible jobs paying as high as 
88000 a year. 


2. German-born Gerhart Eisler. 


51. alleged "supreme authority" of 
American Communists, drew the 
maximum sentence of one year in 
prison and $1000 en his conviction 
for contempt of Congress. Released 
on $20.000 bail. Eisler also faces 
trial July 7 for alleged passport 
fraud, 


3. Italian-born Carl Aldo Mar- 


zani. 35. former State department 
sub-official, was sentenced to one 
to three years in prison on a 
charge of hiding Communist party 
affiliations in setting a government 
job. The maximum penalty in his 
case woulud have been 110 "years in 
prison and SI10.000 fines. 


4. Eugene Dennis. 43. secretary 


of the U. S. Communist party, indi- 
cated through his attorney that he 
will carry to the Supreme court a 
challenge of the constitutionality of 
the House committee on un-Ameri- 
can activities.

Miners Start Vacation 
As Coal Industry Halts 


PITTSBURGH, 
J u n e 27 


(AP)—The nation's coal in- 
dustry, crippled by a week- 
long work stoppage involving 
more than a quarter .million 
miners, ground to a full stop to- 
night as the workers pocketed their 
vacation pay and left in doubt 
whether they would return to the 
pits July 7. 


Joining 400,000 soft coal miners 


in a 10-day holiday were some 78,- 
000 Pennsylvania anthracite dig- 
gers, including 7800 who "jumped 
the gun" on the vacation In the 
Lansford and BTazIeton "districts. 


The soft coal work stoppages 


more than slashed in half the 
nation's normal daily produc- 
tion of 2,000,000 tons, with the 
resultant fuel scarcity forcing 
curtailment of steel mill and 
railroad operations. 


The vacation, granted by the 


Government under its contract with 
the AFL-United Mine Workers, 
came as the Navy coal mines ad- 
ministration prepared officially to

16 Members of AnIi-FacisI Unit Found 
Guilty on Contempt of Congress Charges 


WASHINGTON, June 27 


Novelist Howard Past and 15 othe 
executive board members of thi 
joint anti-Fascist refugee commit 
tee were convicted today of con 
tempt of Congress. 


If the conviction sticks they each 


face as much as a year in jail and 
a $1000 fine. 


The jury of four men and eigh 


women in Federal District court de- 
liberated an hour and five minutes 
It then found them guilty of con- 
tempt by refusing to supply the or- 
ganization's records to the House 
unAmerican activities committee. 
During the trial there were 


accusations that the anti-Fas- 
cist committee was •"honey- 
combed" with Communists. Jus- 
tice Richmond B. Keech in in- 
structing the jury told it that 
such issues AS the purposes of 
the group were not relevant to 
the case. 


Justice Keech also told the jury 
that the house committee's insis- 
tence on seeing the records was 
reasonable and should have been 
obeyed. 


The defense jcontended that there 


•was no evidence that any of the 
board members knew what the rec- 
ords were or where they were kept. 
Defense counsel O. John Rogge said 
the 
group's 
executive secretary, 


Helen R. Bryan, had custody of the 
records. 
She is under a separate 


contempt indictment. 


Government 
prosecutor 


Charles Murray maintained 
that the defendants "encour- 
aged, and I might say com- 
manded" Miss Bryan to refuse 
to produce the records. 


The anti-Fascist committee is 


headed by Dr. Edward R. Tarsky, 
New York surgeon who operated a 
hospital for the international bri- 
gade during the Spanish Civil War. 


Barsky's group said it is a relief 


organization devoted chiefly to aid- 
ing Spanish Republican refugees. 
The FBI and the House unAmer- 
ican activities committee labeled it 
a Communist front organization, 


Robert C- Alexander, assistant 


chief of the State department's 
visa division, testified at the 
trial that reports from the State 
department. FBI. Army and 
Navy indicated that the group 
was "honeycombed with Com- 
munists."

tenor of their talks, but plan- 
ned to meet again tomorrow 
afternoon. 


Emerging shortly after 3 p m 


(Pottstown time) British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevm told report- 
ers only that "Paris is hotter than 
London." It was 92 In Paris.

The alternatives were either the 


sincere cooperation of Russia in 
making a coordinated recovery pro- 
gram for Europe work, or a wider 
split than ever existed between a 
Western and an Eastern Europe. 


Some indication of the answer 


was expected within 48 hours as 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and French Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault sat down 
with Molotov this afternoon in 
the hall of parrots on the sec- 
ond floor of the foreign minis- 
try. 


After an hour they sent out 


word that their meeting would be 
considered 
"informal" 
and 
that 


there would be no press officers 
present. Both French and British 
delegations cancelled news confer- 
ences which had been scheduled for 
after the meeting. 


This apparently was a gesture to 


the Russians. One spokesman ex- 
plained that the French and British 
ministers felt the conference would 
go more smoothly if the principals 
were relieved of too much publicity 
at the start. 


Both the British and French, who 


held preliminary talks here last 
week to study approaches to the 
Marshall plan, have stated they were 
determined to accept the American 
offer regardless of what Russia and 
others do.

Congressmen aroused by shipments 
of American oil to Russia were told 
today that the Navy is so short of 
oil it plans to buy 3,000,000 barrels 
from the Middle East. 


Chairman Weichel (R-Ohio) of 


the House Merchant Mario* com- 
mittee promptly introduced' a bill 
to clamp down on the exports. It 
differs from a control bill already 
pending in Congress in that its curbs 
would be mandatory, and not left 
to the President's discretion. 


The President now has au- 


thority to control the export 
and import of some scarce com- 
modities, including: oil, but it 
expires June 50. The Senate 
passed today and sent to the 
House a stopgap resolution to 
continue this authority until 
July 15 pending further Con- 
gressional consideration.

U. S. Advocates Use of U. N. Force to Halt

LAKE SUCCESS. June 27 


The United States told the hccunty 
council today that it would be called

Yugoslavia. Albania and Bulgaria. 


In the toughest language used 


thus far by an American in the 
council, Warren R. Austin, chief 
U. S. delegate, directly accused 
Greece's 
northern neighbors of 


"using force against the territorial 
integrity and political independence 
of Greece." 


If these activities could not 


be* stopped by peaceful means. 
Austin-said, the United Nations 
had no other course left except 
to invoke "enforcement action." 
This, however, should be done 
only after other means failed, he 
added. 


Austin made his declaration as 


the council opened debate on the 
voluminous report of the U N 
3 al k a n investigating committee, 
which found Yugoslavia, Albania 
and Bulgaria primarily responsible 
for the present Balkan disorders. 


Seated at the council table as he 


spoke were representatives of the 
;hree accused countries and Greece. 
They listened attentively as the for- 


mer senator from Vermont backed 
up the findings of the commission 
and demanded immediate measures 
to end the Balkan tension 


Austin proposed formally that 


the council send an 11-nation 
commission to the Balkans to 
keep constant Match over the 
situation for at least two years 
and urged that the U.N. body 
be given full authority to enter 
any of the four Balkan. coun- 
tries at any time to investigate 
incidents. 


Although he made no mention 


of the possibility that a Russian 
veto might nullify any action on the 
Balkan question, this obviously was 
uppermost In the minds of the dele- 
gates as they began work on the 
commission's report. Russia voted 
in the commission against both the 
findings of t h e majority a n d 
against recommendations for cre- 
ation of a UN. commission such 
as Austin now has proposed to the 
parent security council. 


Whatever plans the Russians had, 


however, remained a secret. 
After 


Austin's speech, S o v i e t Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Grom- 
yko told reporters: 


"I have nothing to say—for the 


time being."

available in this country, she voiced 
her admiration for Pottstown and 
its people. 


Contrasting conditions here and 


in Europe, she remarked. 


'There is plenty to eat here 


if you have the money. In Eu- 
rope there is plenty of money, 
but nothing to eat." 
* Hermansky met his wife, the 
then Emma Haennila, of Pernau. 
Estonia, shortly after the war ended 
in August, 1945. when he was acting 
camp commander of a displaced 
persons' camp near Lanbach. Aus- 
tria. Although she knew no Eng- 
lish, and he could speak no Eston- 
ian, both knew German and they 
spoke in that language. 


Despite the barrier of the third 


language, they fell in love and were' 
married at a civil ceremony in Oct- 
ober. Both Catholics, they planned 
for a religious ceremony, but Her- 
mansky's orders to return to the 
JJnited States arrived, and he was 
forced to leave belore the marriage 
could be consecrated. 


Tossed on the grim tides of war, 


Mrs. Hermansky was displaced from 
her native home first by the Rus- 
sians. Taken to Russia, she was 
captured later by the Germans, and 
then again by the Russians. For 
more than two years she was held 
in a displaced persons camp. Dur- 
ing this time most of her belong- 
ings were stolen by the opposing 
armies. 


For 
several months during1 


the time she was held by the 
Nazis, she was employed in a 
German officer's home taking 
care of the children. 


It was while she was being held 


in the displaced persons' camp that 
she met her husband. 


Through her husband, Mrs. Her- 


mansky described the harrowing con- 
ditions under which the D.P.'s had 
to live. The scarcity -of food neces- 
sitated rations of thin potato soup 
and horsemeat. Her diet consisted 
mostly of trre"'potato soup as she
